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THE Caribbean Private Sector Organisation 
(CPSO) has responded promptly to the call 
from CARICOM governments to address 
transportation issues by initiating discus- 
sions on a collaborative approach. CPSO CEO 
Dr. Patrick Antoine revealed that representa- 
tives engaged in talks with shipping and logis- 
tics partners, the African Export-Import Bank 
(AFREXIMBANK), and the African Business 
Council. These discussions aim to find solu- 
tions to the transportation challenges high- 
lighted by Guyana’s President, Irfaan Ali. 


Dr. Antoine explained that the private sector 
is forming a working team to assess the 
demand for agricultural and industrial prod- 
ucts and establish trade corridors. The next 
steps involve issuing Requests for Proposals, 
allowing businesses to approach financial insti- 
tutions. The CPSO aims to determine policies 
and incentives required from governments to 
facilitate cost-effective transportation, partic- 
ularly considering the high costs associated 
with some ports in the region. 


President Ali, addressing the 3rd African- 
Caribbean Trade and Investment Forum, 
urged the private sector to develop a plan with 
AFREXIMBANK financing to address regional 
transportation problems. He emphasized that 
CARICOM governments would facilitate such a 
consortium, providing incentives and support 
for investment. Dr. Antoine highlighted the 
unprecedented political commitment from 
CARICOM governments in addressing the 
transportation issue. 


The CPSO’s response indicates a sense of

urgency and commitment to finding practical solutions to enhance intra- 
regional trade. The focus on private sector involvement, supported by 
governmental incentives, aligns with the goal of reducing CARICOM’s food 
imports by 25% by 2025. The political commitment demonstrated by 
regional leaders is viewed as a positive development in driving collabora- 
tive efforts to overcome longstanding transportation challenges. 
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U.S. Attorney General Merrick Garland has urged the “swift 
extradition” of Néstor Isidro Pérez Salas, known as “Nini,” 
following his apprehension by the Mexican National Guard in 
Culiacán, Sinaloa. Pérez Salas is considered a lead assassin 
for the notorious Sinaloa Cartel, responsible for violence 
and drug trafÏcking. 


The Justice Department describes Pérez Salas as one of the 
Sinaloa Cartel’s main hitmen, with a history of orchestrating 
violence using military-grade weapons against rival traf- 
fickers, civilians, and security forces. He was charged in the 
U.S. in February 2021 for cocaine and methamphetamine 
trafÏcking conspiracy, possession of machine guns, and 
witness retaliation. The State Department had a standing 
reward of up to $3 million for information leading to his 
arrest. 


Allegedly working directly for Oscar Noé Medina González, 
a subordinate of Iván Archivaldo Guzmán Salazar, one of 
Joaquín “El Chapo” Guzmán’s sons, Pérez Salas is accused 


of heading the security apparatus for Los Chapitos, a 
faction within the Sinaloa Cartel. He is also implicated as a 
commander of the violent “Ninis” cell within Los Chapitos. 


Mexican President Andrés Manuel López Obrador and 
the Mexican Army, along with special forces, successfully 
captured Pérez Salas. President Joe Biden commended the 
operation, stating that Pérez Salas had been one of the most 
wanted criminals in both Mexico and the U.S. for nearly three 
years. Biden emphasized the importance of U.S.-Mexico 
collaboration in securing communities, countering cartels, 
and combating illicit fentanyl. 


The arrest aligns with ongoing efforts to address the inter- 
national drug trade and dismantle criminal organizations. 
As the extradition process unfolds, authorities on both sides 
of the border are expected to cooperate closely to ensure 
Pérez Salas faces justice for his alleged crimes, further 
bolstering the collaborative approach to combating trans- 
national criminal networks. 


US Calls for Swift Extradition of Sinaloa 
Cartel’s Lead Assassin Arrested in Mexico 
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DR. AJAY Shukla, Director of Ram Manohar Lohia Hospital, 
has issued advice amid the reported outbreak of undeter- 
mined pneumonia, potentially H9N2, impacting children in 
northern China. The outbreak has led to overwhelmed chil- 
dren’s hospitals in various locations. 


Dr. Shukla emphasized the following precautions: 
Maintain Cleanliness: Emphasized routine cleanliness prac- 
tices and encouraged individuals to use masks, preferably 
N95 and N99, especially when outdoors due to pollution 
concerns. 
Social Distancing: Urged maintaining distance from individ- 
uals with respiratory illnesses to prevent the transmission of 
viral infections. 
Hand Hygiene: Emphasized the importance of washing hands 
regularly to maintain safe and healthy practices. 


Dr. Shukla acknowledged the challenges China is facing, 
with an increase in small children admitted to hospitals with 
respiratory illnesses. He highlighted the disruption caused 
by the surge, leading to schools advising children not to 
attend classes. 


The Director mentioned that available information is limited, 


but some experts attribute the rise in infections among chil- 
dren to the impact of COVID-19 and stringent lockdowns 
in China. The lowered immunity in the population, including 
children, could contribute to a rebound in cases. 
While experts suggest potential bacterial or viral infections, 
specifically mentioning Mycoplasma pneumoniae, Dr. Shukla 
assured that there is no need to panic in India. He stated 
that no cases of the mysterious respiratory disease have 
been reported in India, and there is no abnormal increase in 
respiratory illnesses at his hospital. 


Dr. Shukla cautioned against comparing the situation to the 
COVID-19 pandemic, emphasizing the need to monitor the 
situation closely and await additional information. He noted 
that the increase in influenza cases before winter is typical 
and doesn’t indicate an abnormal surge. 


Dr. Shukla encouraged people not to panic, follow basic 
hygiene practices, and stay informed as the situation 
develops. 


The World Health Organization has sought detailed informa- 
tion from China on the surge in respiratory illnesses among 
children, reminiscent of its early inquiries about COVID-19. 


Indian Doctor Advises Caution as Mystery 
Respiratory Disease Affects Children in China 
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AS the European Union grapples with an increase in legal and 
illegal migrant arrivals, several member states have tempo- 
rarily reintroduced border controls within the Schengen 
zone. The Schengen rules permit such measures “as a last 
resort” in response to serious threats to internal security or 
public policy. 


Here are key instances: 
Austria: Border checks with the Czech Republic (until Dec. 6) 
and extended controls with Slovenia and Hungary (until May 
2024) due to pressures on the asylum reception system, 
arms trafÏcking threats, criminal networks related to the 
war in Ukraine, and people smuggling. 
Denmark: Prolonged checks on the Danish-German land 
border and ports with ferry connections to Germany (until 
May 2024) citing increased irregular migration, terrorism 
threats, and the war in Ukraine. 
Germany: Controls on land borders with Poland, the Czech 
Republic, and Switzerland (until Dec. 4) in response to immi- 
gration surge and smuggling. Extended land border checks 
with Austria (until May 2024) due to asylum system strain, 


security threats, and the war in Ukraine. 
Italy: Reinstated police checks at its northeast land border 
with Slovenia (until Dec. 9) based on concerns that migrants 
on the Balkan route could include terrorists. 
Norway: Reintroduced border controls in ports with ferry 
connections to the Schengen area (until May 5, 2024) citing 
threats to on-shore and off-shore infrastructure and foreign 
intelligence services. 
Poland: Extended temporary controls on the border with 
Slovakia (until Dec. 3) due to migrants attempting illegal 
entry. 
Sweden: Extended strengthened checks on borders (until 
May 2024) with increased powers for border police and 
electronic surveillance, responding to elevated terrorism 
threats. 
France: Reintroduced controls on borders with Schengen 
members (until April 30, 2024) citing terrorism threats 
following a raised terrorism threat level. 
These measures highlight the complex challenges faced by 
EU nations in managing migration and responding to secu- 
rity concerns. 


VENEZUELAN Ambassador to Guyana, Carlos Amador 
Pérez Silva, dismissed concerns of an invasion, assuring 
that Venezuela would not engage in any conflict, even if the 
people vote ‘yes’ to declare Essequibo a state of Venezuela. 
Pérez Silva emphasized diplomatic solutions, attributing 
invasion fears to misinterpretation. 


The deployment of troops along the Guyana-Venezuela 


border is framed as an effort to combat gold smuggling 
and other crimes, not a precursor to conflict. Regarding the 
December 3, 2023, referendum, Pérez Silva stressed it as an 
“internal activity,” stating, “There is no intention whatso- 
ever to create a conflict or something like that.” 


The ambassador underscored adherence to international 
law and diplomacy, dispelling notions of war. He highlighted 
that troop movements aimed at internal security matters 
are part of “Operation Roraima” against illegal activities, 
including gold mining and drug trafÏcking. 
Pérez Silva anticipates a detailed explanation at the 
International Court of Justice (ICJ) regarding the ongoing 
territorial dispute, maintaining Venezuela’s historic position 
of diplomacy over conflict resolution. Despite Venezuela’s 
non-recognition of the ICJ’s jurisdiction, they continue 
to participate in related hearings. The U.S., Canada, and 
regional organizations have condemned Venezuela’s actions, 
emphasizing Guyana’s right to exploit its resources.

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GEERT Wilders, dubbed the ‘Dutch Trump,’ secured an elec- 
tion triumph with his anti-migration and Eurosceptic stance, 
leaving the Netherlands in a state of deep division. Wilders 
is now working to form a coalition government and enact 
stringent immigration policies, including proposals to ban 
mosques and Islamic schools. 


In the aftermath of the election, sentiments among Dutch 
citizens reflect a sharp generational and geographic divide. 
Residents under 30, particularly in the diverse and liberal 
city of Amsterdam, overwhelmingly express opposition to 
Wilders. Student Anna De-Groot, 21, emphasized that the 
capital, known for its liberal values, is at odds with Wilders’ 
ideology, suggesting that his supporters predominantly hail 
from smaller villages. 


However, older working-class voters, especially outside 
Amsterdam, lean towards supporting Wilders. Market stall 
holder Fred Junior, 59, endorses Wilders, citing concerns 
about overcrowding in Amsterdam and supporting measures 
to limit immigration. 


The generational gap is evident in contrasting views. Student 
Sophia Malla, 20, from Rotterdam, supports Wilders, disillu- 
sioned with the previous Prime Minister’s handling of the 
Covid pandemic. She acknowledges Wilders’ extreme views 
but sees this as his chance for change. 


The sentiments of utility worker Marvin Tellegde, 43, reflect 
the belief that Wilders may need to moderate his rhetoric 
to succeed in a coalition government. Tellegde observes a 
divide between urban and rural areas, with city dwellers less 
inclined to support Wilders. 


Retired publisher Hubert Vanderkle, 67, who did not vote 
for Wilders, anticipes challenges in leading the country due 
to the high immigrant population in Amsterdam. He under- 
scores the need for moderation in Wilders’ proposals, espe- 
cially concerning Islam. 


Chiz De-Groot, 24, echoes the sentiment of the younger 
demographic, expressing opposition to Wilders and 
describing him as “bad news for anyone who is not old and 
white.” 


The city of Rotterdam, known for its more diverse popula- 
tion, features contrasting opinions. While student Sophia 
Malla supports Wilders, others voice skepticism. The diverse 
perspectives illustrate the complexities of public opinion 
regarding Wilders’ far-right platform. 


As Wilders works to form a coalition government, opinions 
on immigration remain a central point of contention. While 
supporters applaud his stance, opponents express concern 
about the potential consequences of restrictive policies. The 
nation grapples with the aftermath of an election that has 
exposed deep divides on issues of identity, immigration, and 
the future direction of Dutch politics.

AS the 2023-24 MLB offseason gains momentum, the 
New York Yankees are actively seeking solutions to bolster 
their pitching rotation. A notable consideration on their 
radar is the prospect of a reunion with left-hander Jordan 
Montgomery, according to Jon Heyman of the NY Post. 
Montgomery, who spent the initial five and a half seasons 
of his career with the Yankees, was traded to the St. Louis 
Cardinals before the 2022 trade deadline and subsequently 
found success with the Texas Rangers during the 2023 
season. 


During his stint with the Rangers, Montgomery emerged 
as a breakout star, contributing significantly to their World 
Series triumph. His impressive stats included a 2.79 ERA, 
1.09 WHIP, and 58 strikeouts across 11 starts. The Yankees, 
meticulous in their rotation targets, are now considering 
bringing back Montgomery to reinforce their pitching lineup 
for the upcoming season. 


The Yankees have also been active in other areas, recently 
securing a deal with right-handed reliever Yerry De Los 


Santos. The contract, announced by his representatives, 
Epitome Sports Management, is a minor league deal with an 
invitation to spring training. The deal includes performance- 
based clauses, offering a potential payout of $900,000 if De 
Los Santos reaches the majors. 


Additionally, the Yankees are exploring international talent, 
showing interest in Korean outfielder Jung-Hoo Lee. The 
25-year-old, a former Rookie of the Year and Gold Glove 
award winner, has caught the attention of teams like the 
Yankees and San Francisco Giants. Lee’s prowess lies in his 
bat-to-ball skills, boasting a career .340 batting average 
and an impressive .407 on-base percentage. 


As the Yankees navigate the offseason, their active pursuit 
of pitching talent and exploration of both domestic and 
international markets indicate a strategic approach to fortify 
their roster for the challenges of the upcoming season. The 
potential reunion with Montgomery remains a focal point, 
reflecting the team’s commitment to assembling a competi- 
tive and well-rounded pitching staff.

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AFTER a contentious Women’s Tennis Association (WTA) 
Finals, tennis legend Billie Jean King is calling for improved 
collaboration within the sport. The WTA Finals in Cancún 
faced criticism for issues ranging from venue readiness to 
scheduling conflicts with the BJK Cup, organized by the 
International Tennis Federation. 


King, a key figure in establishing the WTA in 1973, empha- 
sized the necessity for organizations to work together and 
prioritize the sport. Reacting to the scheduling clash, she 
suggested aligning calendars to avoid such conflicts, putting 
the well-being of tennis first. 


The WTA Finals, ultimately won by Poland’s Iga Świątek, 
saw players enduring stormy conditions during hurricane 
season in Mexico. Some athletes, including Aryna Sabalenka 
and Marketa Vondrousova, expressed discontent, prompting 
calls for WTA chairman Steve Simon’s leadership reevalua- 


tion. 


Despite discontent, the WTA remains committed to 
addressing concerns, promising improvements based on 
player feedback. The controversy underscores the chal- 
lenges facing women’s tennis and the need for collaborative 
solutions to safeguard the sport’s future. 


BKFC President David Feldman has addressed Francis 
Ngannou’s recent claims regarding free agency talks, shed- 
ding light on the controversy that emerged in April.

Feldman 
expressed the view that if Ngannou was unaware of their 
conversations, it was an issue between Ngannou and his 
team. 


Despite the differing accounts, Ngannou’s career has flour- 
ished with the PFL, allowing him to pursue a high-profile 
boxing match against WBC heavyweight champion Tyson 
Fury, which took place last month in Saudi Arabia. Ngannou 
exhibited an impressive performance, securing the only 
knockdown, but Fury ultimately claimed a split decision 
victory.
